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Luke: ‘Residents 
deserve a lot more 
from city...’ 


Just before Sumpter Township Police 
Chief Eric Luke got up to address the 
Belleville City Council at its April 18 
meeting, Councilman Tom Fielder had an 
announcement. 

Councilman Fielder is also president of 
the Strawberry Festival and he announced 
that Chief Luke, who lives in the city of 
Belleville, was asked to be Grand Marshal 
for the Strawberry Festival Parade and had 
accepted. 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall said that 
they had also asked retired Sumpter Police 
Chief James Pierce to be honored, as well, 
but he “respectfully declined.” 

Chief Luke said after that announcement 
it probably wasn’t the best time to speak of 
his frustrations and disappointments with 
the city council. 

“I brought Harbour Pointe to you,” he 
said, holding up a cloth bag containing 
pieces of concrete from the street in his 
subdivision. He held up the large rocks and 
said, “This is a disgrace.” 

He said this isn’t new. The roadway 
started breaking down four or five years 
ago and now the roadways are crumbling.

VBT Planners give ALDI store 
preliminary site plan approval

ALDI, Inc. received preliminary site plan 
approval for a new store with a unanimous 
vote of the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission at its regular meeting April 
13. 

Constructed, just south of AutoZone on 
the east side of Belleville Road will be an 
18,850-square-foot ALDI Food Market. 

It will be a single-story, 1,440 square-foot 
retail commercial building for a limited- 
assortment grocery store. The site is about 
3.76 acres on a 19.61-acre parcel. 

The site fronts Belleville Road at the new 
traffic light put in to also serve AutoZone 
and the Menard store that is to be built on 
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the west of Belleville Road. 

Christopher Grzenkowicz, a civil engineer 
representing ALDI, showed commissioners 
the plans for the building. He said they will 
extend the drive to the east entrance, put 
in sidewalks, and 85 parking spaces. There 
will be no cart enclosures because ALDI 
uses a cart rental/deposit system and there 
is no parking of carts in the lot. 

Grzenkowicz said if a cart is found in the 
lot a customer can return it to the cart area 
and get a free quarter. 

There will be covered bicycle parking 
and the western portion of the building is 
the sales area, with all glass doors. 

He said tan, split-faced block will be at 
the base of the building, with red brick 
the rest of the way up on all four sides. A 
tower carries the ALDI logo and there is 
a secondary parapet that carries the food 
market sign. The truck well is to the east 
and there are two roof top units which are

VBT OKs Wade- 
Trim engineering 
for McBride Rd.

The hard surfacing of McBride Road 
in Van Buren Township is moving ahead, 
with the project expecting to be done by 
the time the school buses roll this fall. 

At its regular meeting April 19, the VBT 
Board of Trustees voted unanimously to 
approve a cost of not to exceed $45,000 
to pay Wade Trim engineers to do the 
topographical survey, specifications, 
bidding, permits, and a recommendation 
after the bids are open. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim said if the 
contract was approved that evening, the 
surveyors would be out that same week to 
begin the work. 

The asphalt paving of McBride Road 
is from Quirk to Beck roads, in front of 
McBride Middle School. Eighty percent 
of the cost is being paid through a Local 
Roads Initiative grant from Wayne County. 
The 20% matching money, $180,000, will 
be from the Van Buren Public Schools’

Distinguished Graduates program to honor three on Friday 


Three new Distinguished Graduates of 
Belleville High School will be honored 
in a ceremony at 7 p.m. Friday, April 29, 
at the BHS Auditorium. This will be in 
conjunction with the BHS National Honor 
Society induction ceremony. 

Distinguished Graduates to be honored are 
Paul Ryznar, class of 1979; Victor Hogan, 
class of 1963; and posthumous honor to 
Reva Ruthruff, class of 1907. 

Paul Ryznar, Class of 1979 

Paul Ryznar grew up on a family farm in 
Van Buren Township, on Ryznar Drive, a 
road named after his grandfather. 

His grandfather was an immigrant from 
Czechoslovakia and started farming in Van 
Buren Township. When they built the road, 
they named it after his grandfather. His father 
continued to run a small farm with an old 
tractor that his grandfather had purchased. 

“We were always working on the tractor 
and farm implements,” he said. “When I 
graduated from high school and was getting 
ready to go to college, it was a natural fit 
to go into mechanical engineering. I loved 
farming, but I liked fixing things more. That 
tractor is still running today.” 

Ryznar earned a Bachelor of Science 
degree in Mechanical Engineering from 
the University of Michigan and a Master’s 
degree in Business Administration from U of 
M. He and his wife Eve have twin daughters, 
Emily and Elana, age 24. 

Engineer, inventor and entrepreneur, 
Ryznar created Light Guide Systems and is 
the founder, president, and CEO of Novi- 
based OPS Solutions. 

Prior to Light Guide Systems’ invention 
in 2005, he held senior management roles 
at Detroit Diesel and Bosch, as well as vice 
president of production technology at Energy 
Conversion Devices — more than 30 years of 
manufacturing experience. 

Light Guide Systems uses proprietary 
software and high-powered projector 
systems to guide and confirm completion 
of complex tasks. From assembly to 
quality control to training, this technology 
provides the visualization, traceability, and 
flexibility demanded by leading companies 
worldwide. 

Ryznar and his team have implemented 
systems in leading automotive manufacturers 
(including Fiat-Chrysler Group, Daimler 
AG and Johnson Controls) as well as for 
applications in aerospace, heavy equipment, 
and health sciences. 

“Tt’s a product that basically makes complex 
manual processes as easy as just following the 
lights,” he said. “It was originally designed 
for the automotive world and it was really 
set up to make factory floors safer, smarter, 
and more productive.” 

The company, which he started in 2005, 
employs 17 people. The systems sell for 
$15,000 to $180,000 each. 


Paul Ryznar 


Victor Hogan, Class of 1963 

A life-long resident of Belleville, Victor 
Hogan graduated from BHS in 1963 and 
continued his education at the University 
of Michigan, earning a Bachelor of Science 
degree in 1967. Later, he continued to take 
post-degree work in secondary education. 

He married in 1968. After serving in the U.S. 
Army (1968-70), he completed his Master’s 
Degree at Eastern Michigan University 
in Cellular and Molecular Biology. Later, 
he continued to take post-degree work in 
secondary education. 

He worked for seven years as part of a 
medical research laboratory at the University 
of Michigan Medical School’s Department 
of Dermatology where he co-authored two 
original research articles in The Journal of 
Investigative Dermatology. He then was 
employed at a company in Ann Arbor where 
he worked developing immuno-diagnostic 
kits for the Department of Defense. 

For the past 28 years, Hogan has continued 
to learn in his career. He is the projects 
manager of the Tumor Progression and 
Metastasis program at the Karmanos Cancer 
Institute at Wayne State University where 
he oversees budgets, supervises a cancer 
research lab and its scientific personnel, and 
coordinates their research efforts. In this 
position he has also trained dozens of post- 
doctoral students in the technical protocols 
necessary to become successful researchers. 

One of the compounds which was first 
prepared by him and used in the experiments 
reported in the Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute in 1995, is currently undergoing a 
Phase IMI human clinical trial as an adjunct 
therapy to determine its effectiveness in 
delaying or preventing recurrence of prostate 
cancer following surgery. 


Victor Hogan 


Hogan has co-authored a total of 41 
publications in collaboration with his 
colleagues. His findings have been published 
in Cancer Research, Journal of Biological 
Chemistry, Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute, American Journal of Pathology 
and 12 other scientific journals. He has 
collaborated with 76 co-authors from Asia, 
Europe, the Middle East, Africa and the 
Western Hemisphere and has been cited over 
3,500 times. Two papers have been featured 
on the cover on the International Journal of 
Cancer. 

In addition to his academic pursuits, he 
has contributed to the community. He was a 
Little League baseball coach and a member 
of the Belleville Community Players. He 
has been on the All-School Class Reunion 
committee since 2004. Hogan served for 
eight years on the school board of the Van 
Buren Public Schools where he contributed 
to planning and implementing the proposal 
that led to the building of the “new” high 
school. 

Reva Ruthruff, Class of 1907 

Reva Ruthruff was born on Jan. 20, 1889 
in Belleville. She was the great-grandchild 
of Abraham Soop and Maria Spawn, who 
settled in the Belleville / Rawsonville area in 
approximately 1838. 

Her parents were Myra Soop and Lewis 
Ruthruff. Reva grew up in Belleville in a 
house on Fourth Street, about where the 
library parking lot exists today. Her parents 
operated a bakery out of the home. 

Reva attended Belleville Schools, 
where she was an excellent student and an 
accomplished pianist. She was valedictorian 
of the Belleville High School Class of 1907. 

In 1902 at the age of 12, Reeva began 
writing a diary. On her 13" birthday on Jan.

20, she wrote, “Fine Day — My birthday 
today. I am 13 yrs. old. Dolly gave me fifty 
cents for a birthday present. Went to school. 
Milly Jacklin sang a solo, ‘The Last Words 
of McKinley,’ in the morning.” 

Reva’s diary contains a fascinating historical 
account about daily life and runs from 1902 
until about 1906. She talks about cutting 
ice on the river, skating on the river flats, 
flowering in Quirk’s woods, and her day- 
to-day activities in the village of Belleville. 
She mentions names and families that we 
recognize even today, and gives a unique 
and refreshing perspective of village and 
school life from the viewpoint of a teenager 
in the early 1900s. 

First mention of her teacher, Mr. Fred C. 
Fischer, was in 1905 and she often wrote 
about how he visited her house so she could 
accompany him on the piano as he played 
the mandolin. Some early comments about 
Mr. Fischer were not particularly flattering, 
but his name popped up more frequently as 
the years passed. It all ended well in 1908 
when they were married — a year after 
graduation, and to a bit of a scandal as she 
was 19 and he was 29 — and he also was her 
former teacher! 

Young Reva probably did not understand 
that while she wrote in her simple journals, 
she was creating a priceless historical 
document that detailed the lifestyle and 
activities of Belleville residents during 
that long-ago era. Most of the entries are 
in pencil and have faded, which required 
careful scrutiny with a magnifying glass 
and strong light to decipher and transcribe. 
The diary ended in 1906. If there were more 
entries, sadly they’ve been lost. 

Reva Ruthruff Fischer and Fred C. Fischer 
built a home on South Liberty Street and had 
four children: Muriel Fischer Boelter, Ruelle 
Fischer Dominick, Deal F. Fischer, and Nola 
Patricia (Patsy) Fischer Dodge, all of whom 
graduated from Belleville High School. 
Reva Ruthruff Fischer died in 1968 at the 
age of 79.

New pedestrian 
walkway over I-94 
to be landmark 


On Tuesday afternoon, the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority decided it wanted a $2 million 
pedestrian walkway along Belleville Road 
over I-94 whether or not it got a grant to 
help with the cost. 

The walkway will have designs that will 
mark the area as Van Buren Township (not 
Belleville) and will be as outstanding to 
travelers as the blue Super Bowl design 
over I-94 at Telegraph. 

The VBT DDA voted unanimously to 
apply for a $500,000 grant from SEMCOG 
(Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments), which also puts it in the 
running for a Michigan Department of 
Transportation grant. The deadline for the 
SEMCOG grant is May 2 and the MDOT 
grant is a few days later. The DDA will find 
out if it got the grants sometime in July. 

But, whether or not the grants are there 
to help pay the cost, the DDA will put up 
the pedestrian overpass with its special 
decorations to mark the township. Engineer 
Dave Nummer said they have to make 
sure the bridge over I-94 is strong enough 
to hold the designs they want to put up. 
Makes one wonder. 

While they hope to start construction in 
2017, it may be delayed. But, it’s on its 
way. Whatever the schedule, it looks like 
pedestrians will have a new, safe way to 
cross I-94 in the near future. 

And, it will be really pretty — we hope.

7 months old when his parents found his 
boarding pass was stamped “SSSS.” Every 
item in his mother’s baby bag was searched 
including every one of his diapers, the suit 
said. 

The suit calls for a judge to declare 
the practices of the screening center 
unconstitutional and to order the 
government to provide a way for people to 
find out why they were listed and contest 
their inclusion. The second suit is a class- 
action complaint seeking damages. 

The government had 21 days to respond 
in court.

Honor and Remember a 
new national symbol? 


To the Editor: 

Shock is only one of many terms that 
come to mind when reading the hand bill of 
“Honor and Remember, Inc.” Their opening 
statement: “In more than 200 years of our 
nation’s history there has never been a 
specifically recognized symbol that reminds 
us daily of the sacrifices made by members of 
our military who lost their lives in service to 
our country...” is a travesty, a misstatement, 
and borders on chicanery. 

To depict pictures of George Washington, 
young lads of the Union Army during the 
Civil War, World War One, Korea, Viet 
Nam, etc. and to suggest that these men and 
women had no “... recognized symbol ... ” 
is blasphemous! 

Men fought and died, and some went on to 
live and cherish their lives and REMEMBER 
sacrifices while doing their duty under “their 
flag.” Here is a slight 750-year history in 
response to the “flim-flam” publication: 

e Cabot sailed under the Royal Standard 
of England, the Red Cross of St. George on 
a white field, an emblem that was brought 
home in the year 1275 by King Edward I 
when, as Prince of Wales, he went on one of 
the crusades to the Holy Land. 

e The Bedford Flag is the oldest American 
Battle Flag and was flown by the Bedford 
Minutemen Company at the Battle of 
Lexington and Concord and onward. It was 
the first flag fired upon by the British. 

e The Betsy Ross Flag was the first Stars 
and Stripes displayed in the face of an armed 
enemy and was at Fort Stanwix, August 3, 
1777. The flag was improvised. The white 
stripes and stars came from the soldier’s 
shirts; a captain’s cloak supplied the blue 
of the union; and the red stripes came from 
the flannel petticoats of the women of the 
garrison, who gladly donated them for the 
purpose. 

e The Bennington Flag (stars w/76 in a field 
of blue and red/white stripes). Burgoyne, the 
British General operating in northern New 
York, in the Revolutionary War, heard that 
the Americans had collected some military 
supplies at Bennington, Vermont. He sent 
an expedition of 1,000 men to capture it. 
Colonel John Stark, a hero of Bunker Hill, 
and to fight under the Bennington Flag 
with 800 Americans, set out to oppose 
the British. When Stark saw the redcoats 
advancing down the road he pointed them 


out to his brave troops and said: “Boys, 
there they are. We beat them today, or Molly 
Stark’s a widow!” The Green Mountain 
Boys, flanking and fighting Indian-fashion, 
practically annihilated the British Regulars 
as only about 100 of them ever got back to 
Burgoyne’s Army. It was the loss of these 
900 men that contributed much to the failure 
of Burgoyne’s campaign, which ended in 
disaster with the surrender of his Army at 
Saratoga, New York, October 7, 1777, a 
death blow to the British. The Bennington 
Flag was presented to Colonel Stark’s Army 
by Nathaniel Fillmore, the father of the 
future President Millard Fillmore! An 
American colloquialism was derived after 
the Green Mountain Boy’s victory for the 
broadsides headlines that read: “BRITISH 
DRIVEN ‘STARK’ MAD!” 

e During the American Civil War General 
Lee had his personal flag red and white 
stripes, a blue field with white stars. (Looked 
very much like the Union flag.) 

e There were three Confederate Battle Flags 
and the Stars and Bars term that commonly 
refers to the Confederate Flag is incorrectly 
applied. The original flag of the Confederacy 
was the Stars and Bars, adopted by the 
provisional congress, and used from March 
1861 until May 1863. It retained the basic 
design and coloration of the Union flag, 
differing only in the number of stars and 
stripes or “bars”. The seven stars in a field 
of blue represented the seven states to have 
seceded before the attack on Fort Sumpter 
and Lincoln’s response. The flags similarity 
to the Stars and Stripes caused confusion on 
the battlefield. Some felt that it was similar 
to the Union flag, (remember this statement 
Honor and Remember) though many wanted 
to keep ties to the banner that waved over 
their forefathers. It was replaced by the 
Confederate Battle Flag, first in the army 
and eventually throughout the Confederacy. 

e The modern meaning of the American 
Flag was forged in December 1860 at Fort 
Sumter and the American Flag was now 
used to symbolize American nationalism 
and rejection of secessionism. Before that 
day, the flag had served mostly as a military 
ensign or convenient marking of American 
territory ... flown on special occasions like 
Independence Day. But in the weeks after 
Fort Sumter ... as it did after September 11, 
2001 ... that old flag meant something new. 

The flag of the United States of America is 
one of the nation’s most widely recognized 
emblems and has become a symbol of 
Americanism and power throughout the 
world. 

Just keep in mind from the above list, the 
thousands who died and sacrificed, not for an

abstraction of cloth, but for THEIR FLAG, 
their ideals, and their way of life. They did 
NOT need another piece of cloth and be told 
this is what they needed to be “Honored and 
Remembered!” 

And just how does this new rag “... 
recognize all individuals who have died 
as a result of serving in the United States 
military dating back to the founding of our 
nation” when the current 50 Star Spangled 
Banner does even more? It was the 48 
Stars and Stripes that World War I and II 
warriors followed into battle; then the 50 
Stars and Stripes that Korean and Vietnam 
and subsequent veterans followed and some 
wrapped in for the final journey. 

I’m sorry for George Lutz who, “... on a 
quest to discover if there was a universally 
recognized public symbol that specifically 
acknowledges the men and women or our 
U.S. Armed Forces who never made it 
home ... found nothing.” He should have 
considered the Star Spangled Banner under 
which his son and many others sons served! 
Or possibly his grief was so deafening, his 
son’s military honors funeral service became 
passé. Words of our VFW Chapel Service 
come to mind. “When the call of our country 
was heard ... he answered ... marched away 
with an abiding faith in his God, his country 
and his FLAG!” 

The VFW and PLAV and the American 
Legion are there for someone who, “ 
found nothing that acknowledges the men 
and women of our U.S. Armed Forces who 
never made it home.” 

It is also very disturbing to us that upon 
first glance or at a distance this “Honor and 
Remember” flag is so similar to the North 
Korea and North Vietnam flag! 

We members of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Belleville Post 4434 and the Polish 
Legion of American Veterans Belleville Post 
167 strenuously object to any recognition 
of Honor and Remember, Inc. to be 
incorporated into the Veterans Memorial 
at Belleville. To do so would also be akin 
to allowing Korean War Veterans to fly the 
Korean War Flag, or the Freedom is Not Free 
Flag; or the any other war flags symbolic of 
veteran service. If one wishes to fly them, 
do it at home, that is your right, a right that 
all veterans and Americans fought and so 
many died for. But these 51 names on the 
memorial are those who sacrificed under the 
Star Spangled Banner and none other. There 
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are many, many charlatan organizations 
plying on veteran service and sacrifice with 
no pecuniary benefits to the veteran. 

The oldest and largest flag manufacturer 
in the United States since 1847 (Annin Flag 
makers) has “The Killed in Action (KIA) 
Flag” with a mission statement and free flag 
program: “The KIA Honor Flag Organization 
honors and remembers our Nation’s heroes 
for the ultimate sacrifice they have made 
for our country, our freedom, and freedom 
abroad. It is their mission to sponsor a KIA 
Honor Flag package for every Gold Star 
Family of a Fallen American Hero. KIA 
Honor Flags are offered free of charge 
to Veteran and American Legion Posts, 
museums, or similar organizations to honor 
and remember all Americans ...” 

As for me - drape my coffin with my 
beloved flag ... The Stars and Stripes, my 
Ensign, my ONLY flag and “The Flag of Our 
Fathers!” It was not Honor and Remember 
that was hoisted on Mount Suribachi or flew 
at the Bulge; nor does it fly at Arlington 
or the hundreds of military cemeteries 
throughout the world; nor from the U.S:S. 
Arizona! No — it is The Flag of the United 
States of America! 

We implore the City of Belleville to 
deny “Honor and Remember,” and other 
such organizations, any affiliation with the 
Veterans Memorial and we thank you for the 
opportunity to have some input into your 
decision-making process. At this time we 
would also ask the Van Buren and Sumpter 
Townships to reconsider their decision to 
accept a substitute symbol other than the 
Stars & Stripes in honor of veterans.

He said in February he read in the 
Independent that the city council was 
going to set up an informational meeting 
on upgrading the roads in the city. 

“Mayor Conley,” Luke said, “you drive 
it every day.” The mayor also lives in 
Harbour Pointe. 

Luke said a piece of concrete hit his 
house when a car drove by and knocked it 
loose. He said Harbour Pointe Drive must 
be one of the worst streets in the city, if not 
the worst. 

Mayor Conley said Greylock is the worst 
street and Harbour Pointe is second. 

“I’m angry,” Luke said. “It takes a lot for 
me to come here on my week off.” He said 
he also picks up the asphalt patches that are 
loose so he doesn’t fall when he crosses the 
street to visit a neighbor. 

“The residents deserve a lot more from 
the city council and city government,” 
Luke continued. 

“Most of the dirt roads in Sumpter 
Township are better than this,” he said. 

Mayor Conley said the city intends to set 
up one meeting, if not multiple meetings, 
to discuss the condition of the streets since 
they will have to have a bond issue. 

“We’re going to have to bite the bullet,” 
Mayor Conley said. She said the ranking 
of the streets shows Harbour Pointe as 
the second-worst street and the rankings 
were done independently, referring to any 
criticisms that might arise because her 
home in that subdivision. 

Conley said there has been a changeover 
in the city’s DPS Director, with the one who 
championed the road upgrades leaving and 
his replacement leaving, as well. She said 
the city engineers will have to do it, now. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said 
since it got warm the street sweepers have 
been going out on a more regular basis. 

“The sweeper must double in weight 
going down Harbour Pointe,” Luke said, 
adding over the past three years the street 
has become more crumbled each year, once 
the deterioration process took hold. 

Luke said when he comes home from 
work, he bumps along W. Columbia Avenue 
and then bumps into his subdivision. 

Rutherford said after the Strawberry 
Festival, Wayne County will be resurfacing 
West Columbia from Five Points to Elwell 
Road. He said the county also talked about 
expansion to the guard rail around the 
corner at High Street. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said they 
are told there will be no ditches. The ditches 
put in along East Huron River Drive last 
summer gave the city headaches. 

Rutherford said they plan to be done by 
the time school starts. 

“We're talking about a large amount 
of money here,” said Councilman Tom 


Fielder. “Shame on us if we don’t ask you 
that question.” 

Luke asked what if people say no. “We 
can’t go back to dirt roads. What would 
happen to Harbour Pointe?” 

Mayor Conley said the structure set up 
was a five-year project, doing the worst 
first and then down the list. By the end of 
the five years, they should be done, she 
said. 

“Some people have good streets,” Luke 
said, referring to Bedell, “and may not want 
to pay for other streets in the city.” 

Mayor Conley said she wishes they could 
ask the schools to help since all the heavy 
buses go down the streets and then there’s 
the trash trucks. 

Luke said Mike Renault asked at a city 
meeting if the Downtown Development 
Authority couldn’t pay for streets in its 
district, such as Victoria Commons. 

Mayor Conley said that could happen if 
the DDA had enough money. 

The mayor pointed out Harbour Pointe 
and Victoria Commons were both built 
more than 20 years ago. 

“I can still go to parts of the world and 
walk down Roman roads and I walk on my 
road and hurt myself,” Luke said. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said they would 
need a bigger facility than city hall for the 
meeting on the streets. Mayor Conley said 
they could possibly get the Commons at 
Belleville High School. They would have 
two meetings with the engineer present 
and possibly broken into presentations by 
phases proposed. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the Relay for Life walk/fund 
raiser for Saturday, May 14, closing High 
Street between the gazebo in Horizon Park 
and Johnny’s parking lot from 8 a.m. to 
midnight; 

e Approved closing the south side of 
Roland Street from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. on July 
10 for the Belleville Area Garden Walk, the 
2016 fund raiser for the library. A limited 
access lane for residents will be left open; 

e Heard Alan Whitehead of Kona Running 
Company withdraw his request to use 
the Fourth Street Square for a beer/wine 
tent on June 17 for the end of the Kona 
Strawberry Run, from 4 to 10 p.m. He 
said he didn’t get the quote he wanted and 
they are looking for an alternative location, 
which would be on the lake near Horizon 
Park. “If we’re not supplying the beer, 
we'll be giving out ice cream,” Whitehead 
said. Mayor Kerreen Conley said everyone 
knows where he is talking about and the 
parking lot at that establishment is a city 
parking lot so he might have to come back 
to see the council about using it, after all. 
Whitehead said last year they had parking 
problems for the 1,400 participants, but 
now they have made arrangements for 
parking at Lakewood shopping center

and shuttle buses. He said participants 
have been impressed with the lake setting, 
calling it “pretty awesome”; 

e Approved the 2016-17 budget session 
schedule, beginning May 9 with the first 
review, at 6 p.m. A proposed budget will 
be presented to council by the city manager 
at the May 2 council meeting; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$78,429.35 and the following departmental 
purchases in excess of $500: to EJ 
$2,320.50 for hydrant from Water funds; 
to Metro Environmental $745 for sewer 
repair from Water funds, and to MDEQ 
$2,000 for annual fees from Water funds; 

e Heard City Manager Kollmeyer 
announce that Belleville has again received 
money from a Wayne County program to 
offer summer jobs. She said they will get 
$49,000 to pay for 12 positions, 28 hours a 
week, for those aged 14 to 24; 

e Heard City Manager Kollmeyer report 
that the city is planning a meeting of the 
Civil Service Commission next Tuesday 
or Wednesday, depending on when the 
members can meet, to consider potential 
police officer candidates, and candidates 
for city clerk/treasurer;

screened. 

Sally Hodges of McKenna Associates, 
the township’s planning consultants, said 
the Cleveland Pear trees proposed as street 
trees are not durable enough and not long- 
lived — only living about 25 years. She 
wanted the trees changed. 

Hodges wanted the parapet wall to be 
extended to act as screening for the roof 
units instead of the screening planned. 

She said ALDI has planned 8.1 square 
feet too much of signs and will have to 
reduce that. Hodges recommended living 
ground cover or mulch be put along the 
plantings used on Belleville Road instead 
of river rock. Also, she suggested faux 
windows and other character and relief 
be added to the building façade facing 
Belleville Road. 

Hodges said the monument sign proposed 
needs to be revised to comply with the 


ordinance to have a durable supporting 
base as least 24 inches in height with no 
separations between the sign face and the 
base. 

But, she recommended, overall, that the 
preliminary site plan should be granted. 

Wade Trim engineer Dave Nummer 
mentioned a proposal to construct an 8-inch 
public water main along the east AutoZone 
property line for easier maintenance, 
but Grzenkowicz said AutoZone is not 
interested. 

As far as mulch, Grzenkowicz said 
ALDI prefers river rock because it doesn’t 
blow around. Also when they put in the 
monument base Hodges described, they 
will have to reduce the size of the sign 
which will satisfy the 8.1 square feet 
overage. Comments about the draining 
pond were met with Grzenkowicz saying 
ALDI is doing that to meet Wayne County 
standards, which includes a sedimentation 
pond that overflows to a lower detention 
pond that empties to the county storm drain 
along Belleville Road. The permanent pool

is 4 feet deep and could go up another 4-5 
feet after a rain. 

Vice-chairman Don Boynton asked about 
the regional detention pond that had been 
discussed for the township in the past. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim engineers 
said the project hit a stalemate with the 
county drain commission office and it’s 
permanently on hold. The issue had to 
do with ownership and maintenance of 
the pond and drain and this stopped the 
process, he said. 

“I do not object to the river rock,” said 
Treasurer Sharry Budd. “When you’re 
using mulch, it gets weedy. Then you pour 
more on. Culver’s has used river rock and 
its trees are doing fine. Mulch gets bleached 
out.” 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson said 
she agreed with Budd, adding, “I like the 
river rock ... It’s a cleaner look and it stays 
in place.” 

Grzenkowicz said ALDI has proposed 
vegetative screening between the store and 
the property to the south. 

Hodges said if that property does 
not become a park, it would convert to 
commercial. She said it’s a property within 
transition. 

She insisted rocks were a more hostile 
environment for trees because rocks retain 
the heat. 

“The evergreens at Culver’s are thriving,” 
Treasurer Budd said. “Mulch is dirty and 
messy.” 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson asked if they couldn’t put glass 
along Belleville Road. 

Grzenkowicz said windows would bring 
in the hot, Western sun, but they could 
mimic glass and put in fake windows. 

When Hodges pushed for extending 
the parapet up to screen the mechanicals, 
Grzenkowicz said they are not visible from 
the north side or Belleville Road. 

She asked him to provide line-of-sight 
view, cross sections or photographs. She 
asked where other ALDIs with this design 
are located. 

Grzenkowicz said this is a new design, 
with a much newer look. The closest store 
with this new design is located in Ionia, 
which opened in November. 

Commissioner Ronald Jackson made 
the motion to approve the preliminary site 
plan, accepting river rock as mulch, and 
producing line-of-sight cross sections of 
the mechanicals, and putting glass along 
the front. This was seconded by Budd and 
passed unanimously.

28-minute meeting, the commission:

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e Gave final approval to a request from 
USA Fireworks to set up a fireworks sales 
tent at Faith United Methodist Church, 
6020 Denton Road, south of Michigan 
Avenue, for longer than the 7 days allowed 
by ordinance.

In his resignation letter to VBT Supervisor 
Linda Combs, which was printed May 
7, 2015 by the Independent, Knowles 
explained his decision, which included a 
criticism of Trustee Jeff Jahr’s treatment of 
him and other employees:

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Court Watching: 
Givens, Wells bound 


over to circuit court on 
home invasion charges

Sharitta Marie Givens, 34, and Sean Lee 
Wells, 42, were bound over to circuit court for 
trial on matching charges of home invasion 
first degree after a preliminary exam before 
Judge David Parrott at the 34" District Court 
April 20. 

Givens was represented by retained attorney 
Christopher Quinn and Wells was represented 
by retained attorney K. Irey-Iverson. 

Before the preliminary exam could begin, 
Judge Parrott said Wells had a new charge of 
operating a vehicle with a high blood-alcohol 
content. He arraigned him, entered a not- 
guilty plea for him and set his pretrial before 
Judge Tina Brooks Green for May 23. Also, a 
$10,000 personal recognition bond was set. 

Wells’ attorney asked for a few minutes 
with her client, since she didn’t know about 
this new charge. She took him out of the 
courtroom for a few minutes and then they 
returned so the preliminary exam could 
begin. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Doug 
Dwyer called his first witness, Stephen 
Young, who testified by video from a jail. 

Young testified that on Feb. 16 he was ina 
house at 12692 Hannan Road in Van Buren 
Township, where he lived, and he was using 
the bathroom. He said two people pushed the 
door open and he pushed the door back. He 
said when he finished, he opened the door 
and they were outside the door. 

He said there was a man about 5’8” tall and 
a woman, about 5’4”, with scarfs covering 
their faces from just beneath their eyes. They 
had crowbars in their hands. Young described 
the weapons as two parts of a jack system 
that they held up in front of them, mid-body. 

Young said they were looking for a guy 
and thought Young was that guy. They were 
being aggressive and raised their voices and 
he said he felt threatened. 

He said he went upstairs to his room and 
they followed him. He said he picked up a 
hammer in his room along with his ID card. 
After inspecting the card, Young testified, the 
woman said, “It’s not him.” 

But the man tried to get the hammer out of 
Young’s hand and while they were wrestling

over the hammer, the woman fell down the 
stairs. That’s when the two ran out of the 
house and across the street to 12765 Hannan, 
in the city of Romulus. 

Although it was awkward via video, Young 
identified Givens and Wells as the people 
who had been disguised with scarves and had 
run across the street. 

Young said right after it happened, police 
asked him to go across the street to identify 
the couple, and he did. 

He said police from both Van Buren 
Township and Romulus were at the scene 
since one house was in the township and one 
in the city. 

Under cross-examination, attorney Iverson 
questioned Young about the houses. Young 
said the 12692 Hannan Road house where 
he lived was rented out to 8-10 people, with 
each renter having one bedroom. There also 
was a couple that lived in the garage. They 
all shared two bathrooms and a kitchen. 

He testified that he didn’t know if anybody 
else gave permission to Givens and Wells to 
come into the house. There was no lock on 
the front door. 

Young said he handwrote a statement on 
what happened and gave it to one of the 
officers. Iverson said she had evidence 
from the police department, but no written 
statement. 

Young said one of his neighbors had called 
the police while the incident was occurring. 
He said he talked to the officers from both 
jurisdictions that arrived and gave them a 
description. Police took him across the street 
to the other house and he stood at the front 
door. 

They had found a male and were continuing 
to look for the female for a half hour, he 
said. 

“They asked if he was the person and I 
said yes and they continued to look for the 
woman,” Young said. 

Iverson questioned Young, the witness. 
on his criminal history and found he was in 
jail on a probation violation from a home 
invasion charge. 

He also had a past misdemeanor larceny 
conviction in 1999, an attempted breaking 
and entering of a building and attempted 
B&E of a vehicle, two separate charges in 
2007. 

Attorney Quinn also cross-examined the 
witness on the living conditions at the house. 
There was no lease and renters could leave at 
any time. The front door didn’t have locks on 
it and there were no house keys. 
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Young said he went to the house across the 
street to pay the rent there. 

Quinn questioned whether it was possible 
to break in if there were no locks. 

Young again described the weapons, saying 
they were two pieces of a three-piece jack: 
the wrench to take lugs off and an adapter. 

He testified the woman called him a Puerto 
Rican and a “mother f---er,” but she did not 
assault or batter him. 

The next witness was Michelle Scherrer, 
who testified she managed the two houses 
at 12765 and 12692 Hannan for the owner 
Mike Alexander who was in Florida. 

She said Givens and Wells were upset 
with her for an eviction notice, having to do 
with the house at 12765 Hannan, where they 
stayed together. 

Scherrer testified they argued with her 
that day after she got back from grocery 
shopping and then they found a note on the 
refrigerator. It was from someone named 
Hassan Sutherland who said he wouldn’t 
be evicted without Mike, the owner, telling 
him. 

Scherrer testified that after reading the note, 
Givens got upset and said, “We’re not having 
any of that.” That’s when they put on their 
bandit masks and stocking caps and picked 
up the pry bar and iron, she said. She said 
she did not see them come back from across 
the street. 

Scherrer said Givens hid in the bedroom 
and acted like she was sleeping. 

Scherrer said police banged on her door and 
asked for a key to Wells’ bedroom. She said 
she unlocked their door and, “There she was. 
On the bed.” Police arrested Givens. 

Scherrer said there were eight people in the 
house where Givens and Wells lived. 

She said the two had no business being 
across the street since there is a verbal rule 
that renters cannot have guests. This all 
happened around noontime, between 11 a.m. 
and 1 p.m., she said. 

Iverson asked if she had been drinking at 
the time and she said she had a 25 ounce 
bottle of Natural Ice beer for breakfast. 

She said she wrote out a statement and gave 
it to an officer and Iverson said she hasn’t 
seen that statement either, although she was 
told she had all the discovery information. 

She said Mr. Wells was already in 
handcuffs when she came downstairs to help 
the police. She said she was giving 30-day 
eviction notices because the houses were 
condemned. 

Scherrer said she has served Wells, and his 
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guest Givens, with eviction and also Hassan 
at 12692 Hannan, across the street. Hassan 
had moved from the garage into a room in 
the house and he had changed the locks. 

She said she called Alexander in Florida 
and he said to put a note on his door, which 
she had done the night before. She said it 
was Feb. 15 when she served the eviction 
notices. 

Scherrer said Givens and Wells folded up 
their eviction notice and shoved it back under 
her door. 

Prosecutor Dwyer said he had other 
witnesses, but he wouldn’t call them now and 
made a motion to bind the two defendants 
over for trial. 

Wells’ attorney Iverson said there was no 
home invasion first degree because people go 
in and out of the house and there is no lock 
on the front door. There is no testimony there 
is a breaking of anything. She said Young 
didn’t know for sure if anyone gave the two 
permission to be in the house. The style and 
nature of this particular dwelling makes it 
impossible to know if they got permission, 
Iverson said. Also, no assault occurred. 

Givens’ attorney Quinn said there is no 
evidence of actual home invasion. He is 
renting a room and the bathroom is a shared 
space. Neither defendant entered Young’s 
room and there was no breaking and entering 
without permission, he said. 

“There was no first-degree home invasion,” 
Quinn said. 

Prosecutor Dwyer said no one gave them 
permission to be in there, and they can argue 
they had permission. On the identification, 
counsel can file a motion downtown 
corroborating the evidence. The witnesses 
ID’d them right after it happened. 

“There are certainly many legal burdens 
to be drawn...” Judge Parrott began and then 
attorney Quinn’s cell phone blared out loudly 
breaking the judge’s train of thought. 

Judge Parrott started over, stating the 
two attired themselves with masks, there 
was assault and battery and the victim had 
reasonable fear. They had shared space and 
there might be credibility issues, as well, but 
he decided to bind them over to appear at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit 
at 9 a.m., May 4, for an arraignment on the 
information. 

Defense attorney Iverson said she wants all 
the written statements that she didn’t get and 
she made arrangements with the prosecutor 
to get them.

The Wade Trim contract will be paid out 
of the project funds.

that will bring the township up to state 
standards in building and electrical 
regulations.

Prescription Take-Back Day on Sat. 


On Saturday, April 30, from 10 a.m. to 
2 p.m., the Canton Police Department 
will take part in a national collaborative 
effort with the Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DEA) to remove potentially dangerous 
prescription drugs from homes in the 
community. 

This national take-back initiative will 
provide a unified opportunity for the 
public to turn in expired, unused and 
unwanted prescription medications to law 
enforcement for destruction. 

Residents of surrounding communities, 
including Van Buren and Sumpter 
townships and the city of Belleville, are 
invited to participate. 

Unused or expired prescription 
medications may be placed in a drop box 
located in the lobby of the Canton Police 
Department, 1150 S. Canton Center Rd., 
between the hours of 10 a.m. - 2 p.m. on 
Saturday, April 30. 

Drop-offs are free and anonymous, no 
questions asked. Restrictions include: 
pills only -- liquids and needles will not 
be accepted. Prescription drugs can only 
be accepted by the department during the 
established program hours. 

Community Relations Officer Patty 
Esselink said people will be asked to open 
their prescription bottles and shake out the 
pills into the waiting container. Then, they 
take their bottles home with them so there 
will be no personal identification left. 

This initiative addresses a vital public 
safety and public health issue. Unused 
medicines in home cabinets are highly 
susceptible to diversion, misuse, and abuse. 
Rates of prescription drug abuse in the U.S. 
are alarmingly high, as are the number of 
accidental poisonings and overdoses due to 
these drugs. 

Studies show that a majority of abused 
prescription drugs are obtained from family 
and friends, including from the home 
medicine cabinet. In addition, Americans 
are now advised that their usual methods for 
disposing of unused medicines -- flushing 
them down the toilet or throwing them in 
the trash -- both pose potential safety and 


health hazards.

Each Local Unit, including the Charter Township of Van Buren, will 
pay to the Authority annually all sums necessary to retire its share of the principal of and interest 
of said bonds pursuant to a proposed Financing Contract among the Authority and the Local Units.

CONTRACT OBLIGATIONS OF THE LOCAL UNITS 


It is presently contemplated that said bonds will be issued by the Authority in the principal 
amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 and will be payable in not to exceed twenty (20) years, and will 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum on the outstanding principal balance, subject 
to revision pursuant to Michigan law and the Contract. The Contract includes the pledge by each 
Local Unit of its limited tax full faith and credit as security for its obligations under the Contract 
including payment of its share of debt service on the bonds. PURSUANT TO SUCH PLEDGE,

If such petition 
is so filed, the Contract will not become effective with respect to such Local Unit without an 
approving vote by the majority of electors of the Local Unit voting on the question.
